SETTLEMENT NOT IN SIGHT 


Agreement Has Been Reached on All 
Points But One 


NEITHER SIDE WILLING TO YIELD 


Employers Decline To Restore All 
Strikers to Their Old Positions 
and Employees Will Not 
Subscrive to That 
Plan. 


St. Louis, May 27.—This was the twene 
tieth day of the street railway strke and 


| the end seems as far away as ever, both 


the Transit compary and its employees 
standing firm in ther respective positions. 
Not a car on the Transit company sys- 
tem has been run since the strike began 
without police protection. In consequence 
of there not being enouch police to guard 
the 800 or more cars usually operated, 
less than a quarter of that number have 
been run bv the comrany over onlv a 
part of its twenty-two divisions and lines. 

Since the 8th day of May. when the 
strike began there have been numerous 
collsions between the polfce and the 
latter’s sympathizers. 
Hardly a day during that time has passed 
without somebody being wounded by bul- 


lice clubs, 

The list of casualties presents four 
persons shot and killed, twenty 
wounded by bullets and fifty or 


Two of the killed were 
standers, a striking motorman and an 
emergency policeman completing the 
number. Several of the wounded are in 
a critical condition and may die. 

Tt is estimated by the strikers that less 
than fifty of their number. 3,325 who 
struck, have returned to work. These 
with the street car men. imported from 
other cities, are operating the Transit 
company’s cars. It is asserted that at 
least fiftv of the imported men have folin- 
ed the strikers.

3. The light affects men and women accord- 
ing to their attitude toward it. ‘‘The light 
shineth tn darkness, and “he darkness com- 
prehended it not,’’ we are told, by John, just 
after he has said that ‘‘the Ife was the light 
of men.’’ 

4. The light enters the soul of every one 
willing to receive it, and transfigures it. 
‘‘Ye are no more children of the night, but of 
the day,’’ said Paul, rejoicing over some of 
his converts. It is indeed a gladsome thing 
to have the life Nt up by Chriet’s light. The 
poet Tennyson, walking in his garden one 
day with a visitor, was asked what he thought 
of Jesus Christ.

HUNDREDS OF KEYS 
- FOUND BY POLICE 


The question has often been asked: 
“What siteaene of all the pins?’’ 

The question, ‘““What becomes of all the 
keys?’ might be afso asked. Pins are 
easily lost and can disappear by the 
thousands every year Without creating so 
much surprise. But where do the keys 
go to which are lost by the hundreds in 
every city? 

The answer to the key question, or, it 
might be said, the key to the situation, 
can be partially found by an examination 
of the vault of the desk sergeant at the 
police barracks, 

There is now In the vault at the At- 
lanta police barracks over five hundred 
keys which have accumulated within the 
past six months. Most of these keys were 
found by policemen and citizens on the 
streets. : 

Take, for instance, the keys which have 
found their way into the police barracks 
during the month of May. There are five 


with twelve keys, of all sizes and shapes; 
a small ring contains three smal] keys; 
a ring with tag No. 73 carries six keys; 
there is a smal] box half full of door 
keys; a box nearly filled with flat keys, 
many apparently belonging to private 


A few days ago a policeman carried in 
two keys as his day’s pick-up, and one 
of them was a watch key and the other 
weighed two pounds. 

One reason why keys are lost and never 
inquired for is because it is easier to get 
anew key than to look for one tha: has 
been lost, 

The key matter was unc} discussion 
at the police barracks last Saturday night 
and the station sergeant showed up his 
collection, and he estimated he had at 
least tive hundréd on hand. 

After showing his collection he turned 
to the crowd and said: 

“Now, you all have seen the keys we 
have taken in here) tell me with what 
kind of a key @: police have the most 
to do?” 

There was an “I-give-it-up” expression 
on the faces of his auditors, and - he 
added: 

‘“*Whis-key, of course.”

Some Starling Rumors Ar 
Put in Circulation 


THE OFFICERS ARE WARNED 


Police Declare That Susplclous Char- 
acters Are In the City, 


ARRESTS 


TWELVE YESTERDAY 


All the Idling, Loafing Vagrants 
Are To Be Taken in Custody 
and Locked Up—What Of- 
ficers Have To Say 
About It, 


A startling rumor was circulated among 
the police Saturday night, and there 
seemed to be enough foundation for it to 
cause the captains to decide to notify the 
men going out at 12 o’clock to keep a 
watchout for any lurking assassin. 

The rumor started at the union depot 
and was reported to Patrolman Charley 
Holt, who was on duty on that beat. 

Officer Holt immediately telephoned the 
police barracks of what he had heard. 

“There igs a rumor going the rounds,” 
stated Officer Holt, “that a gang of ne- 
groes have made up a plot to waylay 
and kil] any policemen who might be 
caught along the railroad fronts.”’ 

This was communigated to Captain Ball, 
who has charge of\the morning watch, 
The captain, while stating that he be- 
Heved the rumor might be a hoax, took 
the trouble to tell al] his men of it, add- 
ing: 

“While the report may be untrue, yet 
I deem it best to put you on your guard.” 

The reason the matter was taken some- 
what seriously at the police barracks was 
because such a report has been quietly 
irculated among the negroes for several 
wie 

Last week there was telephoned to the 
barracks a message that the officers had 
best be on their guard or some of them 
might be killed, 

Early Saturday night a man who talked 
as if he was drunk telephoned to Call 

ficer Garner and said something about 
a policeman being assassinated. An ef- 
fort was made at that time to locate the 
speaker, but he was not found. 

How the Reports Started. 

A negro who pretends to be friendly to 
he police, and who has done the officers 
some secret favors in the past, started 
the report Saturday night, it is said, and 
got a white man at the depot to tell Of- 
ficer Holt about it, The negro did not wish 
to go to the policernan himself because he 
feared the might be implicated in the 
alleged plot if any really existed. 

Recorder Broyles has received three 
letters containing threats of assassina- 
tion. Saturday night two negroes were 
stabbed to death by two other negroes 
and several bloody fights were recorded. 

“We are dealing with a bad lot of 
idling, drinking negroes,"’ stated an of- 
ficer of the police department, ‘‘and the 
men have to look out all the while for 
criminals who are ready enough to wreak 
any sort of vengeance on the policemen 
who have had occasion to make them 
serve a term in the chaingang.” 

Several Arrests Are Made. 

All of this has caused the police to run 
in every suspicious looking negro who is 
caught idling and Joafing about the city, 
and Sunday morning twelve such arrests 
were made. { 

It is estimated that there are between 
three and four hundred negroes in the 
city who never strike a ick of work, and 
who either steal for gq living or live on 
somebody else who is working. These va- 
grants loaf on the streets, seeking every 
oppertunity to get drunk, and they are 
more worry to the police of Atlanta than 
all the other lawbreakers combined. It js 
this class that has been making threats 
against the police, it is said, 

“It has now come to a point,” says Act- 
ing Chief of Police Jennings, “when 
either the police must submit to @ species 
of bulldozing or get the city rid of this 
low class of thugs, and the latter alterna- 
tive wll be taken, and the idling, drunk- 
en negroes must go to work or leave the 
city. From now on they will be arrested 
as fast as the men can catch them.”
